El índice de riesgo de insolvencia de la deuda soberana de Ecuador 
(riesgo país) volvió a superar la barrera de los mil puntos y se situó en 
1,008 el pasado 29 de septiembre, un día después de que los ecuatorianos 
aprobaran la nueva Constitución en un referendo, informó el Banco Central. 
El índice de riesgo de los Bonos de los Mercados Emergentes (EMBI, por 
su sigla en inglés), que mide la firma calificadora JP Morgan, estaba el 26 
de septiembre en 952 puntos. 

Según el Banco Central, el pasado 16 de septiembre, el Índice de riesgo 
país superó por primera vez en varios meses la barrera de los mil puntos al 
situarse en 1,006 para subir 20 puntos al día siguiente y luego de situarse 
en 1,037 puntos el día 18. A partir del 19 de septiembre, cuando bajó a 927 
puntos y hasta el pasado viernes, el índice del riego país se había mantenido 
por debajo de los mil puntos, pero volvió a repuntar, según el Banco Cen- 
tral.

Chile es el país más golpea- 
do con la actual crisis económica 
mundial y también fue el más 
afectado con la gran depresión 
de 1929 y la crisis asiática en 
1998, afirmó el presidente del 
senado chileno, Adolfo Zaldívar. 
La Presidenta Michelle Bachelet 
aseguró que la economía chilena 
está en buen pie para enfrentar la 
actual crisis y sostuvo: “Seremos 
de los menos afectados de la 
región”.

El mandatario anunció el 
envío de estas iniciativas en un mensaje a la Nación y explicó que se trata 
de una propuesta de Ley General del Sistema Nacional de Seguridad 
Pública, modificaciones al Código Penal Federal, y reformas a la Ley 
General de Salud y al Código Federal de Procedimientos Penales.

El uso responsable del crédito tiene muchos be- 
neficios. Pero lamentablemente millones de familias 
están usando las tarjetas de una manera peligrosa. 
Aquí presento los tres peores usos para tus tarjetas de 
crédito. ¡Evítalos! 

Pagar la cuota de tu hipoteca: Es difícil imaginar 
un uso más peligroso que éste. El beneficio de una 
hipoteca es que te permite prestar dinero a una tasa 
de interés baja para comprar la casa. Pero al pagar la 
cuota con la tarjeta, estás cancelando este beneficio.

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Falta de empleo afecta envío de remesas 


México recibió durante agosto 
pasado remesas por 1,937 millones 
de dólares, lo que implicó una 
baja anual del 12,2%, debido en 
parte a la prolongada desaceleración 
económica en EE.UU. El Banco de 
México (central) anunció que en 
los primeros ocho meses de 2008 
el monto de remesas recibidas por 
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el país sumó 15,553 millones de 
dólares. Esto significó una caída 
anual de 4.2%, debido a descensos 
del 3.4% y 1.1% en el primero y 
segundo trimestres del año, respec- 
tivamente, y de 9.6% en el bimestre 
julio-agosto, señaló el organismo en 
un comunicado. Las remesas son la 
segunda fuente de divisas después

del petróleo, e incluso superiores 
a los ingresos por turismo, por lo 
que de ellas dependen miles de fa- 
milias en México, un país con 44.7 
millones de personas que viven en 
situación de pobreza, según datos 
oficiales. 

El ente emisor señaló que la 
fuerte caída se debe a diversos 
factores, entre los que destacó en 
primer lugar la situación económica 
que atraviesa EE.UU., la cual “ha 
impactado adversamente las opor- 
tunidades de empleo en ese país 
y, consecuentemente, las de los 
migrantes mexicanos”. Asimismo, 
el Banco de México argumentó que 
la crisis de la economía de EE.UU. 
afectó especialmente a la indus- 
tria de la construcción y al sector 


manufacturero, que representan una 
importante fuente de empleo para 
los inmigrantes mexicanos. 

Ello se refleja en el hecho de 
que “la tasa de desempleo de los tra- 
bajadores migrantes mexicanos sea 
más elevada que la correspondien- 
te a la fuerza laboral total y que su 
incremento anual también sea más 
acentuado”, indicó. De hecho, en 
EE.UU. los trabajadores mexicanos 
inmigrantes representaron en el bi- 
mestre julio-agosto el 13.8% de toda 
la fuerza laboral en la industria de 
la construcción y el 7.3% de la que 
trabaja en manufacturas, porcentajes 
muy elevados si se considera que 
“representan el 5.1% de la fuerza 
de trabajo en ese país”, apuntó el 
organismo monetario. 

Otro factor que influyó en 
la disminución de remesas es la 
presencia de “controles oficiales 
más estrictos” por parte de las au- 
toridades de EE.UU., tanto “en los 
lugares de trabajo” como en “zonas 
residenciales”, lo que ha dificultado 
a los trabajadores indocumentados 
mexicanos encontrar trabajo. La 
vigilancia fronteriza más estricta 
que impide a los mexicanos cruzar 
con facilidad a EE.UU. y el hecho 
de que en las cifras de remesas ya no 
influyen las mediciones más rigu- 
rosas que hace el Banco de México 
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son otras razones esgrimidas por la 
institución para explicar el fenó- 
meno. Finalmente, el banco central 
anticipó que durante los próximos 
meses el ingreso de recursos al país 
por remesas familiares “continuará 
mostrando una pérdida de fortaleza” 
por “la difícil problemática que 
enfrenta la economía de Estados 
Unidos”. 

La cifra de solicitudes de sub- 
sidio por desempleo en EE.UU. 
aumentó en 1,000 la semana pasada 
y llegó a 497,000, el nivel más alto 
desde fines de septiembre de 2001, 
informó el Departamento de trabajo. 
El nivel semanal de pedidos del sub- 
sidio que pagan los gobiernos de los 
Estados refleja, en esta instancia, los 
efectos de los huracanes que afec- 
taron las costas de Luisiana y Texas. 
Sin los efectos de los huracanes la 
cifra hubiese sido de aproximada- 
mente 439,000 solicitudes. 

El promedio en cuatro semanas 
de solicitudes de subsidio por de- 
sempleo aumentó en 11,500 y llegó 
a 474,000 el nivel más alto desde 
octubre de 2001.En la semana que 
terminó el 20 de septiembre, según 
el informe del gobierno, la cifra de 
personas que percibían ese subsidio 
aumentó en 48,000 y llegó a 3.59 
millones, el nivel más alto desde 
septiembre de 2003. EFE
